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The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—What is happening in Eng­ 
land to day is a barrage o f truth. Suddenly, 
British censers liave passed a successio n o f news 
sto ries which admit what U. S. military o bserv"- 
ers lo ng ago knew, that the damage in England 
was terrilic, that airplane pro ductio n had slo wed 
do wn, and that British shipping w’as in a mo re 
desperate predicament than during so me o f the 
dark days o f the first wo rld war. 
These facts also have been admitted by re- 
gpo nsible cabinet o fficers o n the flo o r o f Parlia­ 
ment. The sudden frankness means o nly o ne 
thing—the British are telling us that unless they 
get even greater help fro m the United States, 
they may face defeat. 
Actually the situatio n has no t changed m a­ 
terially, except fo r the willingness o f. the British 
to talk abo ut it. The o dds definitely have been 
against the British fro m the very minute France 
su rrendered. But thanks to the Greeks and the 
failures o f the Italian fleet, British o dds have 
impri^ved co nsiderably, tho ugh tliey are no t yet 
50-50. 
The situatio n still is the same as frequently 
repo rted in this co lumn, namely that o ne o ut­ 
side natio n—the United States and Russia— 
co uld tip the wear’s balance o ne way o r ano ther.

Lord Lothian’s frank admission that Britain 
w as nearing the end of her ready-cash rope was 
no surprise to administration leaders.

(1) That if the United States really means 
what it says, namely that Britain is the fir.<=i- 
jn e o f American defense and is fighting the 
o attle o f demo cracy against to talitarianism, then 
the o nly ho nest thing to do is to give Britain the 
planes, ships, arms and munitio ns she needs to 
wage this struggle. 
(2) That the American peo ple wo uld far pre­ 
fer such a straight-fo rward po licy to the back­ 
do o r metho d o r repealing the Jo hnso n Act and 
putting financial assistance o n a co mmercial 
basis. 
(3) That wo rld war histo ry pro ves war lo ans 
leave a heritage o f dissensio n, which must be 
avo ided after the present co nflict if peace is to 
be built o n a lasting fo undatio n.

The anti-tru st divisio n o f the United States 
Department o f Justice has anno unced a natio n­ 
wide investigatio n o f trade restraints which al­ 
legedly result in increased fo o d prices to the 
co nsumer and decreased cro p prices to the farm ­ 
er. 
The actio n has been pro mpted, the department 
says, by evidence that fo o d industries and so me 
who lesale and retail distributo rs functio n badly, 
hiking particularly the prices fo r bread, milk, 
meat, fish, cheese and canned and fresh fruits 
and vegetables. 
The go vernment claims that between 1913 and 
1920 fo o d pro cesso rs and distributo rs received 
40 to 48 cents fro m every do llar spent fo r fo o d by 
the Co nsumer and that since then they have been 
getting fro m 52 to 60 cents. On the o ther hand, 
the farmer who used to get fro m 52 to 60 cents, 
no w gets the sho rt end. 
The resu lt to co nsumers with slender po cket- 
bo o ks is malnutritio n, fo r the farmer it is o ften 
ruin. 
The go vernment claims po o r cro p prices caused 
o ne farm in fo ur to be fo reclo sed between 1930 
and 1936. Millio ns o f farming peo ple hav’e mo ved 
to the cities.

As a result o f the high fo o d prices abo ut 45 
millio n Americans get to o little to eat, says the 
go vernment. These millio ns do no t necessarily 
suffer deficiency diseases like pallagra 
or scurvy,

easy victims to epidemics. 
The anti-tru st o fficials believe they can pro ve 
that many o rganizatio ns stand between pro ducer 
and co nsumer, taking unreaso nable tell thro ugh 
illeg al price-fixing schemes.

Bristo l Heav ily Attacked 
BRISTOL, England, Dec. 3.— 
^ T his big west coast port, one of 
Britain’s vital shipping centers, 
was attacked heavily by German 
bombers during the night. 
It was the third big raid on the 
city in less than 10 days. Twice 
early 
last 
week, 
the 
Germans 
pounded the port and then sud­ 
denly shifted their attention to 
the south coast city of South­ 
hampton. 
The first official announcement 
cf the raid, focal point of last 
night’s Nazi raids, identified the 
objective merely as “a town in 
west England.” Damage to dwell­ 
ings and commercial property was 
described as “considerable,” but 
casualties were said to have been 
comparatively small. 
The damage in last night’s raid 
was more scattered than in the 
previous attacks. Business prop­ 
erty, stores, several movie theaters 
and private dwellings all were hit. 
Officials said, however, the food 
iituaticn was “not serious.” 
Nurses saved 8 0 patients of a 
children’s hospital hit by an aerial 
torpedo and clamored over the 
instruments. The children were 
ruins today to salvage surgical 
carried to a neighboring hospital. 
“When the first bombs whistled 
down, the staff of 20 nurses on 
duty carried the child—four or 
five to a cot—to a lower corri­ 
dor,” said Nurse Mary Dingle. 
“Then there was a deafening 
crash as a bomb, it must have been 
a very heavy one—fell through the 
roof of the operating room. At 
cnce we picked up as many chil­ 
dren as we could and ran with 
them to the other hospital. Then 
we returned and got the others. 
“The kiddies were wonderful. 
They were quite cheerful and one 
tiny tot of four or five sang as we 
hurried him along.”

driver and another civilian ran 
through the falling bombs and 
saved a church by putting cut fire 
bombs with hand pumps.

That came out when the British 
searched an American newspaper 
' correspondent, James F. J. Archi­ 
bald, in August, 19 15, and found 
ten papers signed “Papen” includ­ 
ing a letter to the attache’s wife 


I containing that phrase. 
W’hether the charges were true 
or not, Boy-ed and Von Papen 
were in sufficiently bad repute 
that their usefulness as envoys 
was over, and Germany did net 
I hesitate about withdrawing them 
on Lansing’s request. 
Boy-ed was killed in a fall from 
a horse in Germany in 1930. 
Von Papen after the war entered 
politics, where he has displayed 
remarkable power of survival. He 
was one of the rapid succession of 
chancellors under President Von 
Hindenburg during the hectic days 
of Hitler’s rise, and only the fail­ 
ing president’s intervention is be­ 
lieved to have saved him from the 
Nazi purge, later to gain Hitler’s 
favor and become his “trouble 
shooting” ambassador. 
Hindenburg’s last official signa­ 
ture was on the appointment of 
Von Papen as minister to Austria, 
the root of his present influential 
position in German diplomacy—a 
rather more successful phase than 
his essay at world war diplomacy 
in the United States.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 3.—LP) 
—The state supreme court held 
today that city truckers were ex­ 
empt from public service com­ 
mission regulation under the bus 
and truck law even though a 
part of their business was done 
in suburban areas in other states. 
The opinion was directed prin­ 
cipally at local haulers in St. 
Louis, but it may apply in a 
m.easure to such firms in Kansas 
City, St. Joseph, Cape Girardeau, 
Hannibal and other border com­ 
munities whose trade territories 
extend beyond the state line. 
The bus and truck act gives 
the public service commission the 
power to regulate commercial use 
of the highways outside of metro­ 
politan areas and sets up a scale 
of license charges.

PSC permits. Many of them were 
doing part of their business in 
East St. Louis, 111.

territory,

such suburban territory is located 
within or without the state where, 
in either case, the majcr part of 
such

The opinion, which upheld the 
rigbt of the PSC to arrest truckers 
on suspicion of operating outside 
metropolitan areas, will not apply 
to Kansas truckers hauling into 
Kansas City and other border cities 
since the “major pan ” of their 
business is done outside the muni­ 
cipalities.
